In the last 11 trips postward against Southeastern Conference 
competition, Miami has won only twice.

I’ve been having a rough time trying to convince Miss Kayte 
rages and we suddenly find ourselves out 
_of cities, and waterworks, and ready-made lights, tha 
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She’s the more modern type who thinks that beans 
come cheaper in cans, even than the taxes on fer- 
tilizer required to raise them in a garden. 


I find it difficult to convince her that what- 
ever she cultivates in her own soil, simply tastes 
better than the sustenance she lugs out of the 
nearest grocery store, but so far I haven't been 
able to promote a garden plot in the limited space 
we can afford. 


‘But I’m working on it. One of the processes 


why we are unable to get back to the source of supply right away. 
That sort of throws her, because we are both at the eatin’ time 
of life, but I must admit that she takes it in stride. 


Like the other day. We were in the Conutta Mountains, 10 
miles from a main road and 20 miles from the ‘“‘slab,” as my 
mountain friends call the paved highway. 


Kayte and I ate breakfast in the mountain cabin, at about the 
usual time. Then we took a long hike, along a mountain trail that 
extended about five miles from the cabin: By the time we were 
ready to turn back, that portion of bacon and eggs had long since 
served its purpose. 


I figured this was an excellent opportunity to sell her on the 
idea of letting Nature take care of our hunger pangs, and that 
she really didn't need a grocery store just around the corner. 


Of Beech Nuts and Muscadines 


So I began to look around for wilderness food. The first pos- 
sibility I saw was a beech tree, heavy with seeds.
